This letter addresses your Freedom of Information Act request we received on 
October 28, 2019. The request was for all detainee records that refer or relate to 
Ibrahim Awad Ibrahim Ali al-Badri (6/28/1971 - 10/26/2019), the late leader of the so- 
called Islamic State in Iraq and Syria ("ISIS"). 

As a result of our search for the documents that you requested, the included six 
records were found. Five of these six records have been redacted under Exemption 
(b)(6), personnel and medical files and similar files when the disclosure of such 
information would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy.
